Ast WEEK end I paid my first visit to the outlying 
L country districts since coming here to Kiuchuan. 
This was not because I had not wanted to go before, 
but hosts of things have cropped up which repeatedly 
wrecked plans which were again and again renewed. 
At last, however, Liu Ting-tu, the leading deacon in 
our church here, was free to take me. 

Lin Shui is a small town sixteen miles from here on 
the old Kintah motor road. The Misses French and 
Cable visited it several times when operating in this 
part of the world. From there one goes three more 
miles into the heart of nowhere, to find six small 
homesteads parked in the center of miles and miles 
and miles of barren alkali-loaded country. At the 
moment (March 1950) the whole place is frozen solid, 
but in about another month’s time everywhere will be 
oozing water, and the whole will be one huge bog. 
Even the floors of the homes in this little settlement 
will ooze water as the folk move about from place to 
place. For a month or more this whole area is unap- 
proachable, so we had to get our initial visit in before 
the thaw came. ‘There in this out-of-the-way corner 
one found something really to cheer the heart of any 
worker for his Lord. One could almost call it the only 
bright spot in the district. 

Years ago three ladies, missionaries of the China 
Inland Mission visiting Lin Shui, sold a Gospel to a 
man named Yang. He could not read, but he took the 
book home and put it by. Later his brother made him 
a visit and read the Gospel, became intensely inter- 
ested and made several trips into Kiuchuan to hear 
more. Finally he was converted and went back to be 
used of the Lord to bring his brother and the brother’s 
whole family to the Lord. Those two men are now 
dead. ‘The widow of the original purchaser of the 
Gospel is still alive and, with her two sons, their wives 
and six grandchildren, still rejoices in the Lord. 


Opposition was bitter at first, but gradually one 
after another of the surrounding homes have been 
won to the Lord; and reaching out, they have touched 
their neighbors on every side, with the result that now 
from all quarters men and women come, the nearest 
three miles away, to gather every Sunday for service. 


Plowing in North China with little promise 


All are living on the brink of starvation, barely wrest- 
ing a living from the inhospitable Gobi desert; yet 
this Yang family have put up a room twenty by 
twenty feet, whitewashed it within and without and 
suitably furnished it to serve as a chapel. 

All this was a spontaneous movement of the Spirit, 
for I was the first missionary to tread that ground and 
visit their home. ‘They now have forty or fifty people 
from the scattered desert homesteads who are real 
believers, and the Lord seems to have worked not 
merely in individuals but in whole families. 

Political events prevented our visit last August but 
if all goes well, this summer should see a wonderful 
gathering and witness to the Lord in the Chinese Fifth 
Moon (June 1950). Now that I have been taken once 
and can find my way alone, I am planning regular visits 
to the wonderfully responsive people in the future.

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What About Korea?

the Bible.

ety has just shipped a special edition of 50,000 
gpies of Korean Scriptures for distribution to the 
oguth Korean Army,

Korea has been one of the countries where the cause 
f foreign missions has blossomed with great promise. 
ne way to measure this is to discover that since 1882, 
yhen mission work was beginning there, 23,000,000 
opies of the Scriptures have been distributed. 

Since the close of World War II, there has been a 
amine of the Word in Korea. During the Japanese 
yecupancy in the last years of the war, the military 
wuthorities ordered a complete elimination from hymn 
yooks, Bibles and all Christian literature of every 
eference to the Kingdom of God or Christ as King, 
is such expressions would be an affront to the exalted 
dea of the status of the Japanese Emperor. 

To this program of mutilation, and the wear and 
ear upon the dwindling supply of Bibles used during 
he war, came four years in which the Bible House in 
seoul was closed and no Scriptures were either printed 
or sold in Korea.

What about the Bible in Korea? 


Then came the day of liberation, when it was dis- 
covered that the Korean Church, so far from having 
been decimated, was even stronger in its faith and in 
its numbers. Some Scrip- 
tures and Bible-printing 
plates had been hidden 
to avoid confiscation, but 
the quantities of books 
for sale were pitiably be- 
low the need. New con- 
verts were being won, 
but there were no Bibles 
for them. The demand 
for Scriptures mounted. 

Then came word that 
the American Bible So- 
ciety had shipped 
through the American 
Army of Occupation 
50,000 Korean New 
Testaments printed in 
the United States. They were sent as a free gift to the 
Korean Bible Society. ‘This was only a beginning. 
Other and larger shipments followed. Mr. E. T. 
Chung, who was until recently Secretary of the Ko- 
rean Bible Society, wrote of these shipments, “‘It was 
just the sweet rain after many years of continued 
drought.” 

As an indication of the pressure of demand, there 
were on hand at the Seoul office of the Korean Bible 
Society, when the first 50,000 ‘Testaments arrived 
from America in 1946, orders for 90,000! Besides this 
were requests for an additional 85,000 from the chap- 
lains working in the prisons of Korea. 

Then in August of 1947 there came a formal request 
from the Korean Churches for a long-range schedule 
of shipments calling for 200,000 New ‘Testaments an- 
nually for five years; 250,000 whole Korean Bibles as 
soon as possible and 50,000 English New ‘Testaments 
of Army type and 15,000 Russian New ‘Testaments, 
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these last to be sent at once particularly for high- 
school and university students. Ever since this re- 
quest came the American Bible Society has been striv- 
ing by every means within its grasp to meet the need. 
Since 1945 the Society has published 260,000 Korean 
New Testaments and 125,000 each of the Gospels of 
St. Luke and St. John. All of these have been shipped 
to Korea. Meanwhile, in 1949 the publication of 
Korean Scriptures was resumed in Korea with bind- 
ing materials supplied by the American Bible Society. 
Whole Bibles in Korea are being furnished by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. Special paper for 
the printing of Braille Scriptures supplied from Amer- 
ica has made possible the publishing of an edition of 
the entire New Testament for the blind of Korea. 
Now, of course, it may be assumed that all Scrip- 


ture publication in Korea has ceased. But the Ko- 
rean Christians have proven their loyalty and persist- 
ence. As the way opens the Christian people of the 
United States will see to it that funds are made 
available to the American Bible Society to establish 
again the Korean Bible Society’s production pro- 
gram. 4 
There are among the 30,000,000 people of Korea 
about 600.000 Christians—a small percentage, but 
when the proportion of Christians holding positions 
of influence and responsibility in Korea’s life is reck- 
oned with, the Christians of Korea are a mighty 
people. The future of Korea may still be determined 
by its Christian leaders. Their Church must remain, 
as it has been from the beginning almost seventy 
years ago, a Bible-centered Church. 


The Victory of Love 


An incident related by Rev. Young Bin Im, Secretary of the Korean Bible Society, when he was visiting 
in England and the United States in 1949. Secretary Im’s own translation into English has to a large 
extent been retained 


NE day a man of short build came to our depot 
O and asked for two hundred copies of the New 
Testament for lepers free of charge. Although we 
were very short of 
books, we gladly gave 
them. His name is Mr. 
Sohn Yang Won, a 
Presbyterian pastor in 
charge of a leper asy- 
lum in the southern 
district of Korea. He 
has been engaged in 
this work for more than 
twenty-five years. He is 
a man of faith. 

When Shinto shrine 
worship was made com- 
pulsory by the Japan- 
ese authorities, he re- 
fused. Every school was 
also forced to. worship, 
so he took his two sons 
away from school and 
sent them into a factory where shrine worship was not 
practised. Japanese police summoned Pastor Sohn 
and ordered him to worship shrine, but he would not 
obey. He was put into prison. While he was in the 
prison his family suffered great hardship. They lived 
on the meager wage earned by the two boys. 

After the United States Army came to Korea, Pas- 
tor Sohn was released. He resumed his old work in 
the leper asylum again. He sent his two sons to a 
high school in Soonchun. The elder son was twenty- 
three years old, and the younger one nineteen; and 
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Secretary Young Bin Im of the 
Rorean Bible Society 


they had to study with twelve- or thirteen-year-olds 

These two sons were as faithful to the Lord as their 
father. They proclaimed the salvation of Christ both 
in school and out. They became leaders of the small 
band of Christians in the school. 

Last October Communists raised riot in the dis- 
tricts of Yusoo and Soonchun in the extreme south of 
Korea. Communist students went around here and 
there with the Communist rioters. If these students 
pointed a man out as a reactionary, he was doomed 
to be killed. They pointed out many Christians, gov- 
ernment officers and Nationalist party members. The 
rioters caught them and brought them to the so- 
calléd*People’s Court, and these victims were sen- 
tenced to death. 

One day the elder son of Pastor Sohn was in his 
lodgings, when the landlord came in and urged him 
to escape; but he said that he would die for the cause 
of Christ rather than run away, and he stayed in his 
room, praying. 

Rioters came to his lodging house, guided by Com- 
munist students. Among the Communist students 
there was a boy who was in the same class as Mr. 
Sohn’s elder son. He opened the door of the room 
where Mr. Sohn’s elder son was and pointed to him 
crying, “Here is the most obnoxious Christian boy 
Take him. Can you still preach your Bible?” The 
Christian boy replied, “Yes, I can preach and wil 
preach forever.”’ Then the rioters rushed at him, bea 
him and stabbed him with bamboo spears. He wa 
taken to the People’s Court and sentenced to be shot 
When the Christian boy was taken to the place o 
execution, his younger brother ran to him an 
screened him, saying, “Don’t kill him. He is inno 
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at. Kill me instead.” The rioters shot both boys to 
ath. While they were shot, they prayed. 

Jne day after this murder the national army occu-

erything was suddenly changed. The national 
ny, police and members of the Nationalist Youth 
‘ganization began to hunt out the Communists in 
> town. They arrested many Communist students. 
nong them was the boy who caused the death of 
r. Sohn’s sons. He was sentenced to be shot. When 
sstor Sohn heard of the death of his two sons, he 
ayed, saying, “I offer my thanksgiving to God, who 
$ given me two sons who can die a martyr’s death.” 
‘hen he heard that the enemy of his two sons was 
prested and sentenced to death, he hurried to the 


army headquarters and asked the commanding officer 
to pardon the Communist boy. His argument was 
that, although his two boys were dead, they were 
saved; but if this Communist boy were shot, he would 
not have any chance to be saved. The commanding 
officer would not listen at first, but the pastor’s plea 
Was so earnest that the officer at last gave way. ‘The 
boy was pardoned and given to the pastor. Mr. Sohn 
took the boy to his home and loved him as his son. 
‘The boy was moved and became a Christian. 

The Bible has helped Pastor Sohn to do such a 
heroic act. The Bible is working miracles in our 
country. It has changed our life, our culture, and 
given us new standards of morality. [No word has 
come from Mr. Im since the war in Korea began. Ed.] 


Philadelphia Helps Africa 


R. J. Paul Sauders, superintendent of the Sum- 
VM mer Bible School program of the Kraybill 
Mennonite School of Mt. Joy, Pennsylvania, is a 
irm believer in the project method in Bible teaching. 
Ine of the summer schools this year was held at the 
Mennonite Church on Diamond Street in Philadel- 
dhia, where practically the entire population is Negro. 

In 1938 one of Mr. Sauder’s former pupils went to 
Africa as a missionary and was assigned to a station 
among the Zanaki tribe, living near Lake Victoria in 
Tanganyia. The missionary, Mr. J. Clyde Shenk, and 
ris wife found that the language had never been re- 
juced to writing, so they set about to master it, after 
nany months producing a primer through which they 
aught the people to read; and at length, with native 
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help, translating the book of Matthew into the Zanaki 
tongue. An edition of 2,500 copies of the Gospel were 
published by the American Bible Society and sent to 
the field in 1948. 

At this summer vacation school at the Diamond 
Street Church in Philadelphia the pupils were shown 
a copy of the Zanaki ‘‘Matayo” and pictures of mis- 
sionary Shenk and his family as well as some of the 
Zanaki people reading their own copies of the Gospel. 

As a result the summer school’s offerings totaled 
over $20 and were sent to the Bible Society for its 
translation work, which is always reaching out into 
more and more new languages, so that primitive 
people the world over may hear God speak to them 
in their own tongue,

They are turning in the 
direction of Christianity and many thousands have 
begun to investigate its claims and read its Book. 
Over 4,000,000 Bibles and Testaments have already 
been distributed. A large corps of colporteurs have 
been supplied with bicycles and are carrying out a 
bold plan to visit every area in the islands. 

Another glowing factor in the situation is that 
Japan is a nation of one language and that virtually 
everyone can read. Where was there ever a mission- 
ary door so wide open? 

The plan is to present to the Japan Bible Society 
at the close of the year a great book, whose pages 
are now being filled, bearing to the people of Japan 
the signatures of hundreds of thousands of the people 
of America who have made possible the gift of the 
Christian Scriptures to Japan. 

Many of the pages of the Good Will book have been 
headed by the signatures of the Governors of the var- 
ious states. A gift of one dollar or more should accom- 
pany each signature. 


Many are making memorial gifts. Others are de- 
voting their tithes. A boy in Peoria, Illinois contrib- 
uted a tithe “from my paper route.” Still others ‘are 
making genuine personal sacrifices. A pastor in lowe

Bible Progress in Germany 


Many Record readers will recall the story, appear- 
ing in the April 1949 issue, of the extensive program 
of Bible publication which the American Bible Soci- 
ety has financed and developed in postwar Germany, 
where, when the fighting ceased in 1945, there was 
found to be a shortage of approximately 12,000,000 
Bibles and Testaments and no resources available in 
Germany for their production. Included in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of Bibles and 
Testaments shipped from America in 1945 and 1946, 


and of raw materials sent later for production of the 
books in Germany, there was included a gift of 
$17,500 for the construction in Germany of a speed 
press to be presented to the Union of German Bible 
Societies and set up at the Wiirttemberg Bible Insti- 
tute, where Bibles have been published since 1812. 
The Wiirttemberg plant was partially destroyed in 
the war and has now been rebuilt, to become again 
one of the great centers of Bible production in Bible- 
hungry Germany. 

The accompanying picture shows the new press 
provided by money donated to the American Bible 
Society by the churchpeople of the United States. 
When the picture was taken the press was turning 
out the pages for the “Stuttgart Pocket Bible,” a very 
popular small volume distributed by the Churches to 
new converts and Sunday-school children.

Miss Margaret West, a Home Missions Council worker, 
yeads from the Bible to migrant children. The four chil- 
dren present an illuminating study in the origins of migrant 
groups. Starting from the left, Alicia 1s a Mexican child 
from the State of Sonora; Margarita, an American child 
of Spanish descent from San Antonio; Maxine, a child of 
Anglo-Saxon lineage originally from Arkansas; Frederico, 
one of eight children of a family that annually moves from 
the Imperial Valley up through the San Foaquin with the 
seasons 


Bibles are always considered essential equipment 
when loading ‘““The Harvester” (the mobile unit) for 
a day’s visit to the camp homes of migratory workers. 
Even the Spanish-speaking children who do not un- 
derstand any English soon learn to distinguish the 
difference between a story book and the Bible. For 
some, repeating a memory verse along with the other 
children was their first attempt at speaking English. 

Not only are Bibles used in Sunday school and 
church services, but play an important part in 
Christian club activities. Special occasion programs 
are times for simple religious dramas, Bible mem- 
ory work, and stories told by boys and girls to their 
parents and friends. 

Yes, we migrant workers with the Home Missions 
Council of North America use and need Bibles. We 
thank the American Bible Society for the fine cooper- 
ation they are giving us, and want it known that the 
Bibles they supply are used and greatly appreciated. 

For those to whom life, because of their constant 
movement in following the crops, seems uncertain, 
the message of ‘‘. . . but my words shall not pass away” 
brings stability and hope. 

At Christmas time the Home Missions Council 
community workers were visiting one of their migrant 
I22 


camps. Through the cooperation of many churches of 
Arizona, simple gifts were being presented to the 
children. A Negro mother approached the workers 
and said, “My Terry doesn’t have a Bible—could he 
have one instead of a toy?” The request was from the 
mother, but Terry also had learned the value of such 
a gift and for years will treasure its possession. 


Bibles to and from Formosa 


HE great island of Formosa, off the south coast of 
‘Decnina, is very much in the news these days. Per- 
haps Bible lovers would like to know that large sup- 
plies of Chinese Scriptures are frequently being sent 
to Taipeh, where the bookstore managed by Rev. 
and Mrs. J. N. Montgomery sells hundreds of Bibles 
and New Testaments every month. | 

Mr. L. Singleton in Tainan is also making a sim-_ 
ilar distribution in southern Formosa. The Church in 
Southern Formosa is a Bible-reading Church, largely 
due to having the Scriptures in Roman characters, 
which are simple to learn. 

Earlier this year 2,000 Bibles were sent from Hong 
Kong to Formosa. Indo-China, Burma, Malaya, In- 
donesia, the Philippine Islands and Japan are also 
receiving Chinese Scriptures from Formosa. 


World Circulation of the Bible 


N response to many requests M. Olivier Béguin, 

General Secretary of the United Bible Societies, has 
issued the following figures of Scripture distribution 
by the member Societies in 1949: 

The total number of Scriptures circulated by all national 
Bible Societies throughout the world last year amounts to 
19,819,033, in comparison with 14,108,436 in 1947 and 
17,505,584 in 1948. The 1949 figure includes 1,893,910 
Bibles, 3,777,526 New Testaments and 13,091,906 Por- 
tions, details of the balance of 1,055,691 not having been 
recorded. 

Of this total the American Bible Society has circulated 
8,822,880 copies of Scripture, the British and Foreign Bible 
Society 7,058,869 copies and the National Bible Society 
of Scotland 1,150,955 copies. 

The United States, China, Japan, Great Britain and 
Brazil are the countries where the Bible Societies have 
circulated the most copies of Scripture (more than a mil- 
lion in each country). It'is in Germany that the Bible 
Societies have had their largest circulation of complete 
Bibles (over 316,000); this was due to the combined efforts 
of the German Bible Societies with the American, British 
and Swedish Bible Societies. 

To arrive at the total distribution of Scriptures in 
the world there must be added to the total given 
above the number of volumes commercially pro- 
duced. This figure is never released, but careful esti- 
mates indicate a possible sale of 5,000,000 additional 
volumes—making the total of Bible distribution in 


the world, both missionary and commercial, approxi- 
mately 25,000,000 in 1949.

“It is Good English, so.....”

AST YEAR General MacArthur selected fifty Japa- 
_4 nese teachers to come to the United States for a 
sar of study in American Universities. Two of these 
yung men were sent to Connecticut State Univer- 
ty. The young people of Central Baptist Church in 
orwich, Connecticut invited them to spend a week- 
id in their church. What a fine experience it was for 
ath the teachers and the young people!

The Japanese young men had been raised in Bud- 
hism but have forsaken it. But they have not ac- 
epted Christianity. During their week-end in Nor- 
‘ich they stayed in a Christian home for the first 
me in their lives. They observed family worship, at- 
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tended a baptismal service, sat in a Christian young 
people’s meeting, all for the first time. 

Although not a Christian, one of the young men, 
Mr. Omuru, was quite familiar with the Bible. When 
the pastor quoted a verse Mr. Omuru could tell from 
memory where the verse could be found. Upon ques- 
tioning it was discovered that he is a teacher of Eng- 
lish in a government university. The one English 
book they can all secure freely in Japan is the Bible. 
“Tt is good English, so why not use the Bible as a 
textbook?”’ asked this young Japanese. Here is a ques- 
tion we might ask many English teachers in America. 

Mr. Kondo is a teacher of psychology. “Ie is a 
native of Hiroshima and was in the city at the time 
the atomic bomb was dropped. He told the young 
people a very dramatic story of his experience at that 
time. Next year the young people plan to bring in 
students from other countries for week-ends. ‘There is 
no surer way to create and nurture mutual under- 
standing toward the day of enduring peace than in- 
ternational student fellowship around the Bible. 


A worker for the Home Missions Council of North 
America wrote late in August: “Yesterday I worshiped 
with 110 Puerto Rican men and their farmer employers 
in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. At the close of the 
service several waited for Scriptures and I found the 
supply you sent me was almost exhausted. Will you please 


send another package for this wonderful ministry, which 
is leading so many to a first-hand knowledge of the 
Scriptures and the discovery of Christ and the acknowl- 
edging Him as Lord and Saviour?”’ 

A package of 150 Spanish and English Scriptures went 
off at once. 
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‘Testimony From Hollywood 


MONG THE 8,244,374 Scripture volumes provided 
for the United States Armed Forces during the 
Second World War and to date, 20,000 New Testa- 
ments were furnished for lifeboats and life rafts on the 
vessels of the Merchant Marine, sealed in waterproof 
jackets, for use should the men have to take to the sea 
in these emergency craft without their personal 
copies, which also were provided by the Society. An 
interesting item came this spring from Commander 
Harold E. Allport, Jr. of the Gen. Arthur MacArthur 
Post of the American Legion in Hollywood, Cali- 
fornia. He wrote the Society: 


I would like to report the ultimate use of one of the New 
Testaments you furnished for lifeboats and rafts during the 
recent war. 

I carried this Testament in its waterproof jacket on 
eighteen Atlantic crossings, Mediterranean trips, through 
the Panama Canal into the Pacific, crossing the Pacific for 
minesweeping operations near Japan, and finally back to 
the United States. I recently presented it, on behalf of our 
Post, to the Hollywood Y.M.C.A. They placed it, among 
other significant articles, in a container which was sealed 
in the cornerstone of an addition being made to their build- 
ing, to be used in youth counseling. The two counselors are

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August Meeting of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society in its one 
hundred and thirty-fifth year was held 
at the Bible House, 450 Park Avenue, 
New York 22, on Thursday, August 3, 
1950, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel 
Burke, LL.D., in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Dr. H. R. Bowler. 

The President reported the death of 
Evangeline Booth, a Vice President; of 
Dr. George Woolsey, a Manager; and 
of Alfred G. Blair, a Field Secretary of 
the Society. 

The following Memorial Minutes were 
adopted: 


General Evangeline Booth 


General Evangeline Booth died at her 
home in Hartsdale, New York, on Monday, 
July 17th after an illness of two years. She 
was 84 years old. 

General Booth was elected a Vice Presi- 
dent of the American Bible Society in Feb- 
ruary 1923. She was the best known Salva- 
tion Army worker in the world, born in the 
same year her father founded the Salvation 
Army. She was a musician and composer of 
hymns, her favorite instrument being the 
harp. 

General Booth loved and lived the Bible. 
During her long and active life she worked 
among the poor in many lands, in peace 
and in war, earning the lasting gratitude of 
all with whom she came in contact. 

The Board of Managers would record its 
appreciation of her life and extend to her 
family its deepest sympathy. 


George Woolsey, M.D. 


In the death of George Woolsey, M.D., 
a retired surgeon, on July 1, 1950, in his 
eighty-ninth year, the Society lost one of 
its senior members of the Board. Dr. Wool- 
sey was elected a member of the Board in 
May 1925, serving for nearly 25 years on 
the Committee on National Distribution. 
He was a Presbyterian. A son of Theodore 
Dwight Woolsey, president of Yale Uni- 
versity from 1846 to 1871, and Mrs. Sarah 
Sears Prichard Woolsey, he was himself a 
graduate of Yale and a native of New 
Haven. While during his career he had 
been a surgeon on the staff of several New 
York hospitals, having written many arti- 
cles on medical subjects, he was also deeply 
concerned in the spiritual life of the needy 
and attended regularly the Board and Com- 
mittee meetings, giving much of his time 
and counsel. Many members of the staff 
at the Bible House will long remember his 
kindly presence. 

‘The Board of Managers extends to Mrs. 
Woolsey and their children heartfelt sym- 
pathy and records this minute in honor of 
his memory and with appreciation of his 
long Christian service. 


Alfred Granville Blair

death on July 8, 1950 of Field Secretary 
Alfred G. Blair of Pasadena. 

Secretary Blair, a native of New Jersey 
had spent forty years of his life in South 
California. 

After a successful career as an insure 
broker, the crowning years of his life were 
devoted to his main interest, the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures. To this end he es- 
tablished in 1941 ‘‘The Bible Center” in 
the heart of Pasadena. This was a California 
corporation with the purpose of maintain- 
ing a building for conducting a non-denom- 
inational Christian religious reading room 
and a library of religious books and litera- 
ture for the express purpose of encouraging 
and developing a forum for the open dis- 
cussion ‘of religious subjects and particu- 
larly the Holy Bible, and with the definite 
purpose of doing all possible to further the 
dissemination of the doctrines of Christian- 
ity. In 1943 the Bible Center was affiliatec 
with the American Bible Society, and or 
October 1, 1943 Mr. Blair became a Fielc 
Secretary a the Society and established ie 
work in Southern California. 

As a Secretary of the American Bibl 
Society he served faithfully and well. He 
was especially effective in Scripture distri 
bution; in encouraging individual gifts anc 
annuities; and in guiding those who wishec 
to remember the Bible Society in thei 
wills. 

Besides his association with the Bibl 
cause, Mr. Blair was for many years % 
director of the Union Rescue Mission o 
Los Angeles. He was a member of the Pasa 
dena Presbyterian Church. 

The Board extends its prayerful sym 
pathy to Mrs. Blair; his daughter, Mrs 
Naomi Ruoff; his son, Granville Blair; anc 
other members of his family.
